In 1860, Janies Jones, came from St. 
Joe county, Michigan, to Mills county, 
Iowa.

The first year he rented land, 
and spent the next three years In the 
army. After his return he bought eighty 
acres at $3 12 J per acre, which he sold 
four yeai’s afterward at $40 per acre. 
Meantime he bought 320 acres of prairie 
on which he now lives. His main crop 
has been corn,—which he has for the 
most part fed on his farm to hogs and 
cattle,—selling very little. He gets cheap 
freight by pouring corn into condensing 
bags of liogskin and cowhide, which he 
finds hold ten times more than any can¬ 
vas bags of the same size.

REASONS WHY THE 

PAIN - kill: 


Notice to Subscribers, 


The Local Prohibition bill has passed 
both house*, and awaits tho Governor’s 
action. 

It provides, sec. 1, for a vote of the 
electors at the next general election (and 
in any year after 1874, at charter and 
town elections) whether intoxicating liq¬ 
uors, by whatever name called, shall be 
sold or given away as a beverage in their 
respective towns or cities. 

Sec. 2. Inspectors shall have a sepa¬ 
rate box for ballots to be endorsed “Lo¬ 
cal Prohibition,” and to contain inside, 
“For” or “Against.” 

Sec. 3. The returns to be sent to the 
city or town clerk, who shall make a rec¬ 
ord thereof. 

Sec. 4. The rules governing or din ary 
elections shall govern in deciding the 
qualifications of electors. 

Sec. 5. When the vote is for prohi¬ 
bition, the decision shall be operative in 
thirty days. 

Sec. 6. Provides for a re-considera¬ 
tion of the vote at any election subse¬ 
quent to a decision, on a written request 
from an ascertained majority of the elec¬ 
tors of the locality, to the Mayor or Jus¬ 
tices of tho Peace, made eight weeks be¬ 
fore the ensuing election. 

Sec. 7. In towns voting for prohibi¬ 
tion, agents giving bonds satisfactory to 
the County Judge, may sell liquor for 
medicinal, chemical, or sacramental pur¬ 
poses, but in no case to minors or others 
to whom they shall be duly notified not 
to sell. A proper record of sales to bo 
kept. 

Sec. 8. Makes it the duty of all town 
officers, sheriff, tfce., who know any in 
the habit of becoming intoxicated, resid¬ 
ing in the town where prohibition has 
been voted, to notify the agents of the 
fact, and the sale to any such person 
of intoxicating liquors, or any person 
named by a wife, husband, father, moth¬ 
er or guardian, shall be a misdemeanor 
punishable by law. 

Sec. 9. Penalty for violating the act, 
$100 ; second offense, $200 or imprison¬ 
ment for 90 days. The sale of a liquid 
having the appearance of the prohibited 
article shall be deemed to be what is pro¬ 
hibited. The cost of prosecution to be 
paid out of the fine imposed to the ex¬ 
tent of one half. Sales in original pack¬ 
ages or by order of the court to persons 
authorized to sell or for shipment is per¬ 
mitted. 

Sec. 10. No license granted in one 
town shall be operative in another. 

The above bill was veteod by the Gov¬ 
ernor on Tuesday. The Assembly sus¬ 
tained the veto by a vote of 52 to 60.

A bronze statue will cost $10,000 and 
require one full year for its execution. 
I cannot see how this large amount can 
be raised unless several years are allowed 
for collecting it. Besides, Clerc’s figure 
was not well-formed, and utterly devoid 
of grace in all different postures; the 
dress in which he usually appeared was 
of fashion unsuitable to such a statue. 
But in the event of your decision in fa¬ 
vor of the statue, a mantle may be thrown 
in broad folds over his shoulders, thus 
covering the physical defects of the figure 
and the unsightly dress.

1st.—As to the best means of secur¬ 
ing to congenital deaf-mutes of average 
capacity, an understanding of, and an idi¬ 
omatic use of the English language. 

2d.—As to the best means of teaching 
articulation and reading on the lips. 

3d.—As to the limits of the number 
that should be taught in one class by a 
single teacher. 

4th.—As to the effect upon the char¬ 
acter and reputation of deaf-mutes, of 
assembling together in conventions, die., 
after they have been educated. 

5th.—A system of word signs calcu¬ 
lated to be a substitute for writing and 
spelling in the expression of the English 
language. 

6th.—The necessity of illustrative apa- 
ratus in the education of the deaf and 
dumb. 

7th.—The extent of the responsibility 
of the teacher in regard to tho moral and 
religious characters of his pupils. 

8th.—As to whether the instruction 
of the deaf and dumb is entitled to rank 
as a profession, and tho rights and re¬ 
sponsibilities which are consequent upon 
a decision of this question. 

9th.—As to the limits to success in 
the education of the mass of deaf mutes 
growing out of the fact of early and con¬ 
genital deafness. 

10th.—As to the advisability of sepa¬ 
rate institutions for the deaf and dumb, 
and the blind. 

11th.—Sign-writing and symbolic re¬ 
presentation. 

12th.—Special efforts to furnish deaf- 
mutes with books and periodicals adapted 
to their needs. 

13th.—The Bibliography of deaf-mute 
education. 

There is a strong conviction on the part 
of those specially interested in these sub¬ 
jects, that another year will enable them 
to make valuable practical suggestions, 
which they could not undertake to do at 
the present time, and an equally strong 
conviction that a public discussion of them 
this year would be premature and unwise. 

II. —A Convention held this year 
would probably be very thinly attended, 
and would tend to decrease the interest 
and value of these really important as¬ 
semblages. 

III. —A number of teachers of the 
deaf and dumb are about to visit Europe, 
and may be expected to be ready with 
reports of their observations when they 
meet a year hence. 

The Committee will hold a meeting in 
October next, and vUl then issue a call 
for the Convention of 1874* 

In the meanwhile, they suggest that j 
topics for discussion, in addition to those I 
already mentioned, be sent to the Chair¬ 
man,pro tem,and that he transmit them to 
the principals of the various Institutions; 
and they furthermiore recommend that 
these various subjects be discussed in 
meetings of the teachers connected with 
the different Institutions, with a view 
to a comparison of opinions and results 
at the next Convention, which, it is 
hoped, may thus be made a means of 
permanent advancement to the cause of 
deaf-mute instruction. 

You will confer a favor upon the Com¬ 
mittee if you will communicate this state¬ 
ment to your associates.

Resignation of Mr. John Carlin. 


PUMPS FOR;DEEP WELLS. 


“The bearer, who is a lawyer by pro¬ 
fession, has lost his voice and become 
deaf, and having a family to support, 
humbly asks the public for aid. 

Alfred Kendall.” 

On the back of the petition is written 
the following line: “Thi* petition is cir¬ 
culated by consent of the President of 
the United States.” 

In a New York paper I read an ac¬ 
count of the arrest of this impostor, who 
it seems has been imposing upon the 
public, and I beg to say a few words for 
the benefit of the public, as well as to 
defend that class of persons who have 
the misfortune to be deprived of the 
powers of hearing and speech. In the 
first place, while it is bad enough for a 
totally uneducated deaf-mute to ask for 
pecuniary aid from the public, it strikes 
me as being a piece of brazen impudence 
for a well educated deaf-mute, and well 
enough educated to be a lawyer too, to 
solicit alms of the public. In the sec¬ 
ond place, it is evident that the public 
has an extraordinary amount of pity for 
deaf mutes, judging from the prominent 
fact that this lawyer, who has been play¬ 
ing deaf-mute, cleared on an average 
ten dollars per day at his infamous busi¬ 
ness of trading in misfortune. 

I have no doubt that those who have 
extended aid to Kendall were fired with 
indignation when they read the account 
of his arrest. I cannot say that I sym- 
patize with them, for if they have so 
mean an opinion of the deaf-mutes as to 
suppose thata genuine well-educated deaf- 
mute will ever stoop so low as to ask for 
alms of the public, they richly deserve 
to be imposed upon, and I do not pity 
them ; not I ! An able bodied deaf-mute 
has no better excuse for asking for alms 
than the stalwart beggar, who, on being 


As stated in our last issue, we publish 
thiB week Mr. Carlin’s letter, tendering 
his resignation of the office of President 
of the Nat. C. M. Union, accompanied 
by practical suggestions with regard to 
amendments to the Constitution, propo¬ 
sitions for deciding on the different na¬ 
tures of memorials with the respective 
required amounts therefor, the locations 
for their erection, &c. We agree with 
Mr. Carlin that the clause in Article II, 
section 5, should be repealed at once, 
and that the proposed amendment to sec¬ 
tion 6, in the same article, should be 
adopted. 

It seems obvious that if the Secretary 
is allowed to continue receiving the 
funds, his successor, or successors in 
office, if found to lack the requisite qual¬ 
ities of character, corresponding with the 
position, would possibly use the funds 
received and never pay them over 
to the Treasurer, because not required 
by the clause to give security for the safe 
keeping of the same. And any hour a 
sudden vacancy may occur in tho office 
of the present Secretary—a man of a re¬ 
liable and upright character. We doubt 
not many of the Associations overlooked 
this important point when the Constitu¬ 
tion was laid before them for ratifica¬ 
tion. 

As to the other propositions Mr. Car¬ 
lin has submitted, we leave a majority of 
the Associations to determine upon, or 
to reserve for more mature consideration 
until the work of collection is gone 
through in the Union.

otuce so soon alter it was accepted, it 
seems proper to state that my acceptance 
was actuated by a desire to gratify the 
wishes of my friends, and also to mani¬ 
fest my deep gratitude to all the Associ¬ 
ations for the honor they have conferred 
upon me.

Ere I retire from the field I shall take 
advantage of my office to write the follow¬ 
ing message, comprising a series of propo¬ 
sitions relative to certain clauses in the 
new Constitution of the Nat.

In Article 11, Section 5, we are told 
that “He (the Secretary) shall pay over 
to the Treasurer without delay all money 
coming into his hands.” The former of¬ 
ficer is not required to “give bond with 
good and sufficient security for the faith¬ 
ful discharge of his trust,” as the Trea¬ 
surer is. This is an unwise rule, which, 
in my opinion, should he struck out, and 
an amendment should be made in Art. 
11, Section 6, by adding thereto the fol¬ 
lowing clause:—He (the Treasurer) shall 
receive all moneys from all the Associa¬ 
tions of the Union,
